For Employee—Employer and YOU! 


The present strike of the Truck Drivers of the Island Freight Service has brought to a 
complete standstill a Service which is vitally important to Victoria and the whole Island 


—a service which has been continuous over a period of 22 years. 


One of the most 


important phases of this service has been our job of bringing milk from Island Farms to City 
Homes — and this particuarly is a part of our many-sided job that affects practically every 
home in Victoria— and hundreds of Dairy Farmers all over the Island. 


Surely the abrupt closing down of such a service should not be brought about without first 


considering all the facts involved! 


Only 53 men are directly involved in the Strike but in one 
way or another, directly or indirectly, the whole popula- 
tion of Victoria is involved. We feel that the Public is 
entitled to know THE FACTS in the CASE, and here, 


as simply and briefly as possible and stated as fairly 
as we know how, are the easily verifiable facts: 


At the present time our Trailer Drivers are paid an 
average of $51.19 per week, our ‘Route Truck’ Drivers 
an average of $49. Over the years our men have 
been well treated, well satisfied, and men who have 
left our service for what they-thought were better 
jobs, have usually wanted to return to "Island Freight." 
Last December they approached the Company with a 
request for increased pay. Our reply was to lay before 
them the books and records of the Company and 
these plainly showed that the Revenues for the year 
1948 were down from the year 1947 because of a 
lower volume of work, and the fact that more and 
more individual or "Class 3'' Carriers were cutting into 
our volume. The books also showed that in the last four 
months the Company has operated at a loss of $15,000. 


Before ascertaining these facts and conditions, the men's 
Union Leader, Mr. Robert Smeal, had decided to 
demand an increase of 25c per hour, and they. simply 
refused to examine our books. At fis meeting we 
discussed other demands and, although clearly not in 
any financial condition to do so, we later offered an 
increase in pay of 5c per hour. After a week's con- 
sideration, the men returned for further discussion and 
finally they said they would ask the appointment of a 
Conciliation Board: The Labor Relations Board requested 
me to appoint a member of the Committee and | sug- 
gested Mr. W. H. M. Haldane as my representative. 
Mr. Robt. Noble, the labor representative, then sug- 
gested the Rev. K. L. Sandercock to the all-important 
post of Chairman of the Board. | knew that Rev. 
Sandercock had a reputation of being sympathetic to 
the problems of labor, but | was advised also that he 
was a fairminded man, and that being all | wanted, 
| was glad to agree to his appointment as Chairman. 
The Board met over a period of several days and 
after a very thorough, fair and impartial review of all 
the facts, gave their decision that a wage increase 
The majority verdict of 
Mr. Haldane and Rev. Sandercock was. that the margin 
of profit for the Freight Company was so low that 
any increase in operating expense would jeopardize the 
whole operation of the Company to the final detriment 


of employee as well as employer. They did recom- 
mend, however, that certain other benefits requested by 
the men be granted, and to these demands we are 
perfectly willing to agree. 


In a word, the men demanded an Arbitration Board 
to which we agreed—we are fully prepared to abide 
by every decision of that Board—but the men still 
stick to their original impossible demands. 


On Friday morning, March 18, | was informed that 
a strike would be called at | a.m. the following 
Sunday unless their demands were met. 


| then asked Mr. Robt. Smeal, the Men's Representa- 
tive, what would be the Union's attitude in the important 
matter of Milk transportation. His reply was that they 
were goirig to "Close everything.” 


So far, the farmers have been able to truck their milk 
to the E. & N. Railroad and the Dairies in’ the City 
have been picking up the milk at this end so that this 
vital service has been carried on, although with a great 
deal of difficulty and hardship, especially to the small 
dairy farmer. But the avowed purpose of the Union is 
to stop the delivery of your milk if they possibly can. 


Our present payroll amounts to $218,618.72 per year, 
and if the men's demands were granted, and if we were 
able to pay it—our ADDITIONAL operating costs would 
be in the neighborhood of $3,400 per month. 


We have always been on the friendliest terms with our 
men, they have always done a splendid’ job and we 
regret more than we can express, this first major dis- 
agreement. Many of these men are definitely against 
the strike and have stated to us that they certainly 
would never want to interfere with such a vital service es 
the City's Milk Supply—but "A Strike is a Strike” and 
they are powerless in the matter. 


In order to avert this strike, and despite the "NO" ver- 
dict of the Commission, we again repeated our offer of 
an increase of 5c per hour, and that we would, effective 
May |, enter into a very generous Medical and Hospital 
plan for our employees and their families. 


Our only object in setting forth the above statemerit of 
facts is to avoid any misunderstanding in the matter— 
and we would reiterate that our books are. always open 
to.the Union Officials, to the Public Utilities Commission 
or to any other properly constituted authority.
